at Arkansas City, where property 
loss was estimated at two mill ion 
dollars.

are homeless there. The mayor has 
issued an appeal for outside help.

Winfield, where the flood was said 
to be the worst in the history of the 
town. Ra/. service in that region 
was practically at a standstill.

WE ABE DOING WELL 


Mayor Jones has been up to this time the only man 


.who has filed nomination papers as candidate for mayor 
ot the city of Elyria. We believe from the fact that 
there are not a large number who are looking toward 
this position and in fact almost none who are particu- 
larly interested in it, is evidence of the character of the 
administration that Mayor Jones has given the city. 


- To be sure, there are times and places when we 


have not agreed with the city administration and un- 
, less we ourselves are the administration we can hardly 
imagine-any with which we would fully agree. But 
taie it by and large, we believe Elyria is as well gov- 
erned, if it is not the best governed city of its size in 
the state of Ohio. We do not mean by this that the 
mayor has not opposition, we know he has. The oppo- 
sition, however, is mainly centered in a group of wets 
who have been working in season and out of season to 
create sentiment against the administration and to find 
a candidate respectable enough to have any strength 
at all, of whose election they might have some hope and 
who would be less likely to punish the bootlegger and 
the I'ooceh-maker. 


It is not surprising that they have not been able 


to find a man of brains and conscience who will lend 
himself to that kind of program. The reasons are per- 
£ x-rly obvious. First, it would be a reflection upon the 


1= isenship of Elyria to believe that that kind of a eom- 
, :T"yiion could win out; and second, any man who had 


£ acient personal standing to win votes enough in 
sp^te of such a combination behind him knows that 
even should he win, he would be handicapped and dis- 
graced by the group that would be supporting bim both 
before and after election. 


In our judgment, the only man who would have 


any show for getting the support of the electors of 
Elyria and even a ghost of a show in winning over 
Mayor Jones in a contest, would have to start out un- 
tainted with the faintest suspicion of being backed by 
such a group as we have mentioned and whose record 
is such that it would vindicate his state of repudiation. 


In the midst of the agitation everywhere for law 


enforcement, Elyria is to be congratulated upon her 
condition. Elyria is not torn by factionalism. In fact 
the only factionalism we know of is that to which we 
have just referred. 


We, of course, find fault with our city "dads" and 


with our mayor. That is the privilege which American 
citizens have. We all want the things we want when 
we want them and sometimes we all want them at once 
and in different parts of the city. 


An exhausted treasury handicaps Elyria. but not 


more so nor even as much as most of the* cities in the 
state. The past administration and our tax laws are 
responsible for most of this. It would be a fine thins 
for our city government to 1m e one fine summer of 
good will. It is possible this summer, and it looks to be 
probable as there are only a few days remaining before 
the nominations close.
